Soldiers’ home, Colonel Calhoun 
said: , 

“IT am simply. erieveil beyond all ex- 
pression over this terrible occurrence. It 
came as a shock that few can realize. 
For years'I had worked and planned and 
given my heart to the opening of the 
home for those gallant veterans, until it 
had become a very part of my life. 

‘“Scarcely can I realize that the home 
is in ashes. It was one of the most 
precious possessions of not only Georgia, 
but the entire southland, one which came 
as a result of years of labor and of wait- 
ing.

Negro Is Found Dead on Readside 
Near Dawson. 


ROW STARTS AT A FROLIC 


Coroner’s Jury Hears the Evidence 
and Brings in a Verdict Charg- 
ing Murder, but the Ac- 
cused Man Evades the 
Officers Easily. 


Dawson, Ga., September 30.—(Special.)— 
Coroner W.*J. Lewis went to Herod this 
morning, accompanied by Sheriff Christie, 
to hold an inquest. Will Desmond, a 
negro, was found this morning on one 
side of a public road with two pistol bul- 
lets in his back. The jury rendered a 
verdict charging Lonnie Crawford, an- 
other negro, with murder. The row 
started at a frolic a mile from the scene 
of the killing about 10 cents, but was 
seemingly settled through the interfer- 
ence of the host, and in a short while 
Crawford and Desmond started home, 
accompanied by another negro. Nearing 
the forks of a road where Crawford was 
to separate from Desmond and his com- 
panion, Crawford renewed the quarrel 
by asking Desmond if he did not try to 
nick a fuss with him at the frolic. Des- 
mond replied: 

“No, I did not. If I hurt your feelings 
I will apologize.”’ 

Crawford accepted the apology, but 
when the men were about to part Craw- 
ford, without saying a word, stepped 
back and, drawing his pistol, fired five 
times at Desmond. 

Coroner Lewis came to town and swore 
out a warrant charging Crawford with 
murder, but Crawford has not yet been 
apprehended.

‘diferent homes. At about half past 4 
that afternoon as they were resting in 
the mountains, Miss Stope and Mrs. 
Tsilka being on horseback and the rest on 
foot, they were surrounded by thirty or 
forty men. They were dressed in Turkish 
costume, but were masked or blackened. 
They ordered the party to march and 
drove them up the steep mountainside. 
‘Miss Stone thought they were taking them 
away from the road to rob’and perhaps 
kili them. She did not speak of capture, 
as it is almost unheard of for brigands 
to take women. 
After going an hour’s distance the bri- 
gands stopped and demanded their money. 


When this was done, one of them said 


“We want you!”’ and ordered her and 
Mrs. Tsilka to go with them. She made 


to follow his wife, but they forced him 
sback. A partgof the brigands kept watch 


from hurrying to inform the government, 
but next morning let them go. 

The brigands murdered one of the men 
of the party before the eyes of the cap- 
They took his-ani- 
mal, as well as the horses ridden by Miss 
Stone and Mrs. Tsilka. The students came 
to Samokov and wired Dr. House at Sa- 
lonika, Miss Stone’s station. He immedi- 
ately went to the American consul and 
also telegraphed General Dickinson, who 
Knew Miss Stone. 

The news spread over Bulgaria like a 
flash, for Miss Stone was widely known 
and greatly beloved.

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FOR VETERANS 
One Large Building Is Not Desirable 
in Place ef Old One. 


M’KINLEY GATE AS MONUMENT 


Suggestions as to the New Home for 
the Gonfederate Veterans May 
Give the Board of Trus- 
tees an Opportunity 

for Study. ) 


The Rev. Sam Small, having promptly 
offered the full proceeds of five of his 
lectures to the Soldiers’ Home rebuilding 
fund, also volunteered some ideas con- 
cerning the future of the home that are 
of immediate interest. 

“Today,” he said, “I suggested to some 
of our newspaper friends that those 
charged with the rebuilding of the home 
be urged to adopt the cottage plan. It is 
now being largely used in Europe and in 
this country for schools, orphanages and 
invalid hospitals. The advantages are 
obvious to. any one who will-consider the 
idea for a moment. 

“Among the main advantages there is, 
in the first place, safety for the inmates 
in cases of fire, tornado, ughtning bolts, 
or structural collapses. In most cases 
the plan calls for cottages of one story 
only, and this gives ready exit from the 
buildings to the outside security. Some- 
times the cottages are two-story affairs, 
but that is an unwise sacrifice of safety to 
architectural effect. For the _ soldiers, 
who must gradually grow older, feebler 
the 
one-story cottages are in every way pref- 
erable. They can be made cosy, orna- 
mental and comfortable, housing from 
eight to twelve persons in each cottage. 

“The lessening of danger of the total 
destruction of the plant is another ad- 
vantage to commend the plan. If one 
cottage takes fire there is a better hope 
of conquering it, or confining the loss 
to that one building. The destruction of 
the home in its entirety, as yesterday 
happened, would be a remote possibility. 
This would also tend to lessen the-rate of 
insurance, as the lessening of risk should 
bring the premium to a minimum. 

“Another advantage is the ability to 
locate the inmates‘in congenial groups, 
which would add much to their content- 
ment and stimulate emulation in the care 
of the cottages and their surroundings. 

“The general buildings would be like- 
wise distributed into an administration 
building for offices, dispensary, library, 
chapel, ete. Then, there would be a gen- 
eral dining hall, with conveniently de- 
tached kitchen and laundry, in which the 
general fires and steam and hot water ap- 
paratus would be operated. Steam and 
water could be easily conducted to the 
cottages by pipes below the frost depth. 
The cottages could be built around a 
quadrangle, or parade ground, in which 
there could be a drinking fountain for 
use and ornament, and beneath it a 
reservoir of water for fire purposes. A 
hand-engine and hosereel could be easily 
operated by the abler-bodied — soldiers 
and employees. I belleve such a plan 
would find general favor, if properly 
worked out by competent architects and 
builders, and would cost but slightly more 
than the one big house plan. 

“If I could influence the projectors of 
the McKinley monument fund, T would 
have the monument built in the shape of 
a beautiful marble arch at the entrance 
of the Confederate Soldiers’ home. It 
would make a handsome ‘McKinley me- 
mort erch’ and gateway to 
the home of some of those 
soldiers in whose behalf he spoke 
the noble sentiments which have moved 
southern men to this desire to memorial- 
ize his magnantmity. I think the com- 
bination would be most appropriate and 
the monument thus become an agent of 
beautiful utility and not simplv a stark 
shaft set in the turmoil of the town and 
probably too often condemned as an ob- 
struction. 

‘Besides, it would draw to the home 
thousands of visitors from all parts of the 
country as they rass through Atlanta. 
They would want to see the monument a 
southern city built to the martyred 
president and, would be moved by it to 
help the noble project it would serve to 
adorn. 

“There are many Georglians—a dozen 
or more whom I could name without ef- 
fort—who were in the confederate army, 
or whose fathers were, and who are naw 
amply rich enough to each build one of 
those cottages at the home. Of course, 
it would bear their name as long as it 
remained a part of the home,, and so 
their posterity would be proud of it as a 
family memorial to the cause and its 
veterans. These suggestions are made as 
the result of my observations of. like in- 
stitutions -throughout the country, and 
I only hope some of them may interest 
those who have the home and its interests 
in their hands.”

Roosevelt Meets Colored “Duke.” 


A repQtblican delegation from South 
Carolina, which called Jater, did not .have 
such an agreeable seance with the pres- 
ident. The delegation consisted of E. 
H. Deas, the colored ‘‘duke of Darling- 
ton,’ deputy collector of internal reve- 
nue, who-aspires to the leadership of 
the republicarm organization in the Pal- 
metto State, vice E. A. Webster, de- 
ceased. He was accompanied by KE, 
Scriven, of Columbia, and W. H. Wheeler, 
of Charleston, who were formerly in the 
internal revenue service, but recently 
retired to private life. Their mission 
was to impress upon President Roose- 
velt that they represent the regular re- 
publican machine in the state, and they 
propose to hold contro! of the organiza- 
tion, despite the efforts of Senator .Mc- 
Laurin, with the aid of District Attorney 
John G. Capers, to control all of the fed- 
eral patronage in South Carolifia. 

During their brief interview Deas en- 
deavored to tell the president how Mr. 
Capers, who is at present a registered 
voter in Maryland, is trying to be ap- 
pointed member of the national repub- 
lican committee from South Carolina, by 
virtue of his recent appointment as dis- 
trict attorney. 


President Not Impressed. 


He also protested against the appoint- 
ment of Loomis Blalock as collector of 
internal revenue, to succeed Webster, on 
the ground that Blalock’s appointment 
would mean that Senator McLaurin will 
practically have control of about twenty 
internal revenue appointnrents in South 
Carolina. He urged the promotion of 
S. H. Huggins, the present deputy col- 
lector. 

The president was evidently not fa- 
vorably impressed by the personnel of 
the delegation, for he disposed of them 
as quickly as he could, saying he was 
not ready to take up the subject of dis- 
tribution of federal patronage in South 
Carolina. The members of the delega- 
tion geemed quite crestfallen as they 
left the white house, and Deas has con- 
cluded, after hearing from Senator HMan- 
na, that Webster’s place on the national 
committee cannot be filled until three 
years hence, to give up seeking that 
place and retain his position as chairman 
of the state republican ‘committee,

Bitter Feeling Against Castro. 
Caracas, Venezuela, Monday, September 
23, via Willemstad, Island of Curacao, 
Thursday, September 26, and via Colon, 
Colombia. September 30.—The ° financial 
condition of Venezuela is best exemplified 
by the fact that the republic has not paid 
interest on its foreign or internal in- 
debtedness for the past. thirty-eight 
months. Only two or three importing 
houses at Caracas are paying expenses 
and business is practically lNmited to 
needed food stuffs circles and the im- 
mediate future contains nothing promis- 
ing improvement. The war rumors have 
resulted in a noticeable decrease of im- 
ports and a corresponding decrease in the 
collection of duties. Consequently the gov- 
ernment is getting into more severe 
straits to find money to meet the extra- 
ordinary expenses incident to maintaining 
the army on the frontier: Among the peo- 
ple, the suffering from the hard times is 
greater now than at any time during the 
last four years. Many people at Caracas 
are suffering from lack of food and the 
salaries of all the government civil em- 
ployees have been cut in half, but even 
this is not now paid. : 

The feeling throughout the country 
against President Castro is growing 
stronger every day. The country’s dis- 
content at General Castro’s. d.ctatorship 
is evidenced by many comparatively in- 
significant signs, but they plainly foretell 
a growing revolution. 

Last week the school teachers of Ca- 
racas were notified that the government 
must, for the present, withhold payment 
of their salaries. 

Priests Are Unpaid. 

The priests are also unpaid and ’the pa- 
tients in® Vargas hospital, Caracas, are 
supplied with food and medicines obtain- 
ed on credit by the Sisters of Charity in 
charge of the hospital. 

Last week the government called on the 
Bank of Venesuela to supply 600,000 boli- 
vars, but the bank replied that it had 
not the money and could not supply the 
amount required. Neither the Bank of 
Venezuela nor the Bank of Caracas can 
discount commercial drafts because of 
lack of funds. The shares of both banks 
are quoted at half the price at which 
they were issued. 

Président Castro recognizes the discon- 
tent existing throughout the country at 
large and is taking measures to meet 
whatever revolutionary exigencies may 
arise. He has realized that if the Colom- 
bian imbroglio necessitated his leaving 
Cardcas for the frontier the chances are 
greatly against his ever returning to the 
capital. Such an opportunity would un- 
doubtedly be grasped by the revolution- 
ists, who would usurp the dictatorship. 

The present revolutionary tendency is 
not making on party Hines, but against 
the administration of the country as dic- 
tated by President Castro. Venezuela, as 
a whole, excepting some of the officers 
and soldiers on the frontier, who, through 
contact or recent experience, consider the 
Colombians national enemies, look - upon 
President Castro’s anmfbitions, . passions 
and alleged extended help to the Colom- 
bians as being responsible for the present 
Colombian trouble and have no ill feeling 
toward Colombta on the alleged ground 
that Colombia invaded Venezuela. 


COUNTY TREASURIES FILLED. 


Back Taxes in Cash Drawer Make 
Tax Levies Unnecessary. 
Jackson, Miss., September %.—(Spe- 
cial.)—In Amite county the citizens are 
loudly protesting against a county tax 
levy of 4 milis. In view of the fact that 
the average county levy is about 7 mills, 
the protest against a 4-mill is rather sur- 
prising, were it not that Amite has in her 
county treasury about $7,000 received in 
back taxes from the Yadkin and Missis- 
sippi Valley road. On account of these 
back tax collections there will be no 
county levies in Coahoma and Bolivar 
counties this year, the county treasuries 

being filled to overflowing.

The conditions in Tayabas and Batan- 
gas are not reassuring. The worst form 
of guerrilla warfare prevails there. The 
insurgent forces are distributed, under 
cover, along every road and trail and 
wait for travelers in ambush* The insur- 
gent leader, Caballos, who formerly be- 
longed to General Cailles’ command, but 
who refused to surrender with Cailles, is 
retreating to the mountains. The main 
forces of the insurgents are scattered 
in bands over the province, where they 


dig up rifles when there is an opportunity 
to use them.

The l0Wwest temperature was 49 on the 
2th. The warmest day was on the 
16th. 

Total rainfall during the month was 3.76 
inches. The average records of twenty- 
three years ts 3.69. 

There is stil] an excess of 9.85 inches 
over the normal annual precipitation at 
this date. . 4 

Last month recorded seventeen clear 
days, six partly cloudy, seven cloudy and 
ten- d4vs in which rain fell. 

Beginning today, October 1, there are 11 
hours and 48 minutes of possible sunshine 
between sunrise and sunset. In other 
words, the day will be actually 11 hours 
and 48 minutes long, gradually decreasing 
to the extent ‘of one hour by the end 
of the month, when the.day will be just 
10 hours and 68 minutes long. This short- 
ening of daylight will continue until De- 
cember 21, when the winter solstice will 
ccecur, bringing the shortest day of the 
vear.

After 
his first trial at Jefferson, the result of 
which was he was sentenced to death, 
he was granted a new trial. There was 
one mistrial and the Jeg time he was 
convicted with a recommendation to the 
mercy of the court. Taking this into 
consideration, Judge Felton gave him 


twenty years. 

The case is a peculiar ‘one, Fellows 
having made out a strong alibi through 
the testimony of about twenty-five wit- 
nesses. On the other hand, the victim 
swears Fellows is the negro who com- 
mitted the crime. There was some other 
circumstantial evidence against him, and 
he was promptly convicted. t 

Fellows was represented by Colonel J. 
A. B. Mehaffey, of Jefferson, and T. J. 
Shackelford, of Athens. Solicitor Charley 
Brand appeared for the state.’ The case 
now goes to the sunreme court.
